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EDITORIAL 

THE ACT OF FAITH 


At the inauguration of Margaret Clapp as president of 
Wellesley College, Archibald MacLeish pleaded fdr an act 
of faith, which is doubly significant at this time of com- 
mencement. 

The thought he expressed impressed me with new ideas 
and true hope as we as seniors stand on the threshold of 
life. In completing a secondary school education and pre- 
paring for college, we are making an emphatic affirmation 
of belief in the national future. Yet, at the same time, there 
'is something completely contradictory : a fear for the future. 

To educate is to profess a faith in the future ; yet, con- 
stantly we hear and read that we are already engaged in an 
ineluctable struggle for survival, involving weapons so im- 
placably destructive they may extinguish human life. 

These two ideas, the affirmation of belief in the future, 
the surrender to fear for the future, do not go together 
especially in education. Yet, they do exist here, now. How 
do they! 

Is it because we do not face the facts before us, that 
we continue as usual from habit! Is it because we deceive 
ourselves with impossible hopes of salvation, that we expect 
a miracle? 

I think it's because we do not KNOW what we pretend 
to know. We do not KNOW that war is inevitable. The 
reason we do not know is not lack of awareness or childish 
refusal to accept facts. 

To believe that the fundamental choice between indi- 
vidual freedom and institutional authority which our world 
must make is not a choice which bombs CAN make for us 
is not childish, because the evangelists of inevitable conflict 
overlook two things. 

They say war must come because we in the United 
States must have a world in which individual liberty can 
thrive, for unless it thrives the world over, it cannot thrive 
here. The Russians must have a world in which authority 
is safe from freedom, for, unless authority is safe from the 
aspirations of freedom everywhere, it is safe from them 
nowhere. 

They forget, however, that the world includes IdOO mil- 
lion people other than the Americans and Russians — people 
who are now stirring in the long dream of their history. 
The future will depend on those people, on the world they 
are making, for there is a new world in the process of cre- 
ation. It is this new world for which we must prepare our- 
selves. 

The other thing the evangelists of War forget is that 
creation is not accomplished by weapons — a new world of 
freedom or authority is not realized by bombs. Arms have

but they cannot be used to create. 

It is on the competitive battlefield of creative labor, not 
on the impotent battlefield of an exterminating war, that 
the real issue will be decided. It is that conflict which must 
be faced. 

We believe that men, if they can, will move toward 
freedom. We believe, therefore, that if this new great 
stirring of mankind is freed of its necessities the world will 
move toward us. And it is in that labor, not in an insane 
and ruinous war, that we believe the struggle .will be truly 
joined. 

The paradox, then, resolves itself in that juncture, for 
regardless of what your tongue says, your heart continues 
to believe, and your actions are surer than your words.

Tracksters Finish Season at Colby 


HUSKIES THIRD AT BATES 

A selected group of athletes 
invaded Bates College, May 20, 
to participate in the annual 
Bates Relay Carnival, and all 
returned with ribbons. Not a sin- 
gle first, however, could be mus- 
tered by the Could boys as they 
met many of the state’s top in- 
dividual stars. . 

Field events in the morning 
were dominated by Farmington 
and Kennebunk, with Paul 
Brinkman winning three of the 
six events. “Hoby” Lowell was 
close on his heels in the javelin, 
copping a second in that event. 
Fritz Norton got thirds in both 
the pole vault and broad jump, 
for the only other Gould scoring 
in the field. 

The afternoon program 
brought new records in each of 
the four relay races. Gould, 
though not winning, placed in 
every relay, while no other team 
could place in more than two. 
This is due to the fact that Joe 
molded four teams of about 
equal power instead off group- 
ing his very best runners in one 
or two races as did the other 
schools: By so doing, he seized 
two seconds and two thirds to 
outscore the specialists. 

The 440 relay (110 yards each) 
was won by Kennebunk in 46.8 
seconds with Tifft, Linnell, Sy- 
mons, and Klain snagging a sec- 
ond. In the 880 relay the same 
boys from Kennebunk won again 
with another record time of 
1:38. This time Cape Elizabeth 
was second and Gould with 
Tifft, Noyes, Streeter, and Nor- 
ton, came in third. 

The mile relay was won by 
the Farmington specialists in a 
record time of 3:47. The Gould 
runners, most of them inexperi- 
enced in this particular Tace 
managed to cop a potent second. 
The Gouldsters in this event 
were Chadboume, Noyes, Ault, 
and Ferguson. 

In the mile medley, a Farm- 
ington quartet, which included 
the mighty Green, paced the field 
in another record time of 3:53.3.
